These documents are 
numbered in the top right corner of the first page, 
for reference. These documents fully describe the ^ 
Marxist, revolutionary nature of- -the organization, auS f 
well as the apparently high degree of formalized ; 
structure. 
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The comments listed below are in no way 
concise summaries of the material, but serve as descrip- 
tions of some of the contents and reveal significant 
aspects. 

Specific attention is drawn to items 
numbered two, three, four, five and six. Particularly 
of interest, in Newark's analysis were comments regarding 
Castro in item six and comments by the unknown speaker, 
in item six, concerning Guatemala. 

1. September 23, 1981, is a memo to "All 
Political Commissars" (EC) from "NPC/MFC" (National 
Political Commissars/Military Fraction Commander) re: 
"Security: general order." 

This document is a cover letter, with an 
attached security note . It refers to "contact with 
the adversary" referring to governmental authorities 
and pursuit of specific offensives by "fronts.";. The 
document refers to "the goal of the organization being 
the same" "while none of you will ever know the whole 
of it, you know enough to be fully concientious about 
security and your own responsibilities . It directs 
that "this vehicle and the security note attached are 
to be filed in closed PC files." 

2. September 22, 1981, memo is the security 
note attached referred to above. This apparently 
significant "security note" predicts "attempts at 
espionage and sabatoge inside the organization." It 
warns that the "opposition" is aware "of our overall 
enhanced offensive motion" and has "specific knowledge 
of'*Omeqa 7" operations and other closed,,4rena work."

The note continues to state that "we use 
offensive security, not defensive security, and few are 
trained for it." Asset could not 4ef ine "offensive 
security. " 

The last paragraph refers to "doing some very 
heavy things in several areas," which are "not all visible." 
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3. A "Report on G.O. 4'''and others on 
security'" memorandum, dated 6/24/8 3, is from "Mercer

b7C I [ reports on tne various "elements of Phase II 
implementaition. " This document is a routine report 
and evaluation of the military units in Mercer County, 
New Jersey. It discusses training, promotions and 
personnel problems . 

4. Item four consists the following: cover 
letter, dated 6/26/81, enclosing training documents, 
from "MF-ADC" (Military Fraction-Aide DeCamp) to "All 
Mf Lisaisons." 2. A "sign out sheet," for control of 
the training documents. 3. A Military Training 
Manual . 

The cover letter instructs that the training 
documents are to be studied by "all MF trainees" and 
instructs "MF liaisons" to retain the documents in 
b6 "security files." It gives further specific security 
b7C instructions and p'mph^igi ■^^pg the^ cipcrpi- natnrp of the 
documents. It is signed 



It is noted that the original, provided by 
asset, was enclosed in a ringed notebook and maintained 
in a briefcase, by the MP liaison. 

The "sign out sheet" records the various 
parts of the manual being removed and returned various 
dates. 

The military training documents deal with 
military law and courtesy; physical fitness, "an open 
letter to the closed section": discussing discipline 
and self sacrifice, funds and philosophy of the military 
fraction. Page nine of the "open letter" describes 
the training groups as "comprised of ten-rates and three 
ranks, supervised by one member of field grade capacity." 
Asset was unable to define these terms. 

Other elements of the manual include documents 
regarding the Lee Enfield #4 pifle, Universal Code of 
Military Justice; Military Law, Military Customs; Use 
of Deadly Force, Hand to Hand Combat and bayonet fighting. 
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blow up diagram on the U.S. M-1 carbine. Shore Party 
Operations which discusses combat tactics. Offensive 
Combat, which is marked "By Clearance ONly" indicating 
their security classification and provides instructions 
in small unit combat tactics and a section on "Offensive 
Combat'," "Squad Combat Formations" and "Defensive Combat. 

5. The "Statement of Principles" is an 
apology of the beliefs and idealogy of the secret party. 
The portion labeled "Section II," General Principles 
begins a 64 article constitution. The last two pages 
comprise a bibliography of recommended readings. 

These documents establish the "closed" or 
secret aspect of the Provisional Party and its ;Marxist- 
Leninist revolutionary goals. 



identified this statement of principles 

and constitution as the basis of the party and states 
"The Provisional Party is the closed and secret party of 
Leninist Revolution." 

6. This item entitled "Class on the Analysis" 
bears markings "Via courier only." It is noted that for 
some unknown reason, the title has been inked over. This 
lengthly document continues and enlarges ideas set 
forth in the above principles and the philosophical 
basis of the party and explains its revolutionary goals - 

It is noted that page 23 and 24 bear a history 
of communist philosophy, tracing "mentors" through Fidel 
Castro, "who was the mentor of our mentors within the 
Cuban Army." | | was unable to amplify this, other 



than repeat the party was said to have close connections 
with Castro and Cuba, with Castro being aware of the 
parties existence. 

Page 23 also states they have a strategy "to 
go all the way" and "we have allies abroad and we intend 
to win hegemony over them too, and that means were shoot- 
ing for the whole world." 

On page 32, the unidentified lecturer states 
"We don't use torture, because its unreliable." The 
lecturer then describes his own experiences in Guatemala, 
"My method, when I was in Guatemala, was that I would 
bring two in, I would ask one a question and, if he re- 
fused to answer, I would shoot him between the eyes." He 
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the continues to discuss revolutionary techniques and 
ineffectual techniques and their relations with ruling 
communist parties . 

Page 38 calls for "a broad united front, 
composed.. of workers, united with "revolutionaries of 
all nations" to "form a broad united front with the 
socialist camp." 

Page 39 holds examples of strategies, in 
which the Soviet Union sees the Provisional Party as 
having "whipped the U , S . Government^ or says^ "Jesus 
Christ, they've got a war going on in the U.S. 

Page 40 refers to "NATLFED" as being "illegal" 
and existing to "build the organization, and for no other 
reason. The lecturer refers to an "iron party Lenin, a 
party of militant discipline bordering on military 
i^idiscipline and, of course, super miliatry discipline in 
the the secret part." 

Page 61 declares, "There is not one historical 
precident for the peaceful transition from capitalism 
to socialism." 

7. This document is an essay entitled "Third 
Category Participation is Counterrevoliation:. in Disguise." 
It continues the philosophical basis for the party. 

8. This memo, entitled Line Direction: 
Add. #1, marked NB copy 5, contains several versions 
of the "mass line" to be used in answering questions 
or remarks from outside ibf the CPUSA, Provisional. It 
is noted that in newspaper articles and previous Bureau 
interviews, these lines are recognisable. 

9. This tiem, dated 9/1/79, is entitled 
"National Training Directive #1" and is from the National 
Political Commissar (NPC) . It is described as "a 
comprehensive guide to organizational protocal" and 

is for "interior use only." It is enclosed as it re- 
presents a concise description of some of the interior 
mechanisms of the CPUSA, P. 

10. This letter, dated 6/29/79, to all eastern 
Political Commissars from the National PC, may be a 
cover letter for item six above. 

T 
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11. An outline entitled "Briefing on the 
Analysis Outline." This is believed to refer to items 
five and six above. The fifth page of this doctunent 
discusses violence. "We will do whatever it takes 
(ruthlessly patient or use elections or use armed 
struggle-whatever will work)." "We don't care what 
the ruling class doesn't like, allow or make legal." 

"Violence currently existing in the USA 
killing our members;" "there is a war going on between 
the two classes; it doesn't matter if people die from 
guns or from tuberculosis and hunger." The discussion of 
violence continues without specifics . 

12. This item is a cover sheet and "Brief- 
ing on the Letter Requesting Admission," dated 5/13/83. 
This sets forth instructions re: a formal, legal (per 
interior constitution) document requesting party member- 
ship. The briefing letter also describes the "cadre 
information sheet." The letter recognizes the illegality 
of the organization and instructs that records of MF 
participation not be entered into the "permanent 

party dossier'! Re the entry letter, instructions are 
set forth that information on legal, financial or personal 
situations "that could potentially jeopardize the party 
or the individual, are not detailed in the ." letter. " 

It instructs further that the name of the 
party is not to be used. 

13. This lengthly document, "Administrative 
Orders of Acute Offensive Action," "National Labor 
Federation" contains instruction on increasing the productivity 
of the public entities, such as ESWA. Approximately 

halfway through the document a section entitled "Last 
Periods, New Periods" refers to meeting the "timetabled 
formulation" and meeting "the date, or better, exceed 
the date, we've set for the insurrection." 

14. One copy of book, "Invest Yourself" 
with entities of captioned group marked. Source stated 
each entity is staffed by full-time cadre. 

Of further interest to Newark. was the high 
degree of organization reflected in these dociiments, and 
amplified in additional training and administrative 
documents, which will be forwarded at a later date.

. The enclosed insert, entitled "GENESIS" is 
a direct transcription of notes, provided by asset describing 
the origins of the PPC. The notes are in incomplete 
sentences, and abbreviated to an extent that much of 
the meaning is lost. It is noted that source made the 
notes during a lecture on the historical background, leading 
to the formation of the PPC. Source passed the notes 
to case agent in incomplete form, as no foreseeable 
opportunity exists for transcribing into a more meaningful 
form. Due to sources current situation, no opportunity 
exists, at present, to debrief asset on these notes. 

The transcribed "GENESIS" notes are 
provided for information of the Bureau and New York. 

These unorganized notes indicate the PPC traces 
origins to splits, in 1958, within the Communist Party, USA 

(CPUSA) , involving what is described as "illegal factions". 
This resulted in formation of the Provisional Labor Party 

(PLP) . The next significant step appears to be the formation 
of the Bay Area Revolutionary Union (BARU) as a "loose" 
organization. BARU "academics" wrote articles which 
were "accepted" by the Cuban Center, resulting in Cuba's 
invitation of some BARU members to a 1965 convention in 
Cuba. Some unnamed individuals, described as "our people" 
spoke at that convention. 

At this convention, an organization described as 
"OSPAAL" was formed or announced. Seventeen of "our 
people" signed documents forming OSPAAL. 

Following the convention, some of "our people" 
stayed in Cuba, with some joining the Cuban Army and some 
joining OSPAAL forces for training. Some time later, 
OSPAAL forces were sent to Guatamala, for an insurection. 
Some others then left the Cuban Army, joining OSPAAL in 
Guatamala. 

Following a defeat, it was stated that after two 
and one half years, only 14 of 90 troops remaining got home. 

These individuals appear to have then associated 
with BARU in 1968. A factional split occurred with the 
BARU "left wing" being refered to as "armed struggle people". 
tiS A sectional faction wanted the formati on of a multinat ional 
b7C party. The forme r group w as headed by I land 

the latter by FNUl 
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During this period the BARU reportedly seized 
the Palo Alto Campus of California State University. The 
Venceremos group entered with firearms and took over the 
occupation. The resulting "split" of BARU and Venceremos 
was stated to result in Venceremos executing nine people. 

Following this, the Venceremos faction favoring 
"armed struggle" versus those favoring the building of a 
revolutionary party. "Our people" said it was time to 
build a party. 

An unidentified member of the "revolutionary wing" 
was "busted" for transporting 6,000 machine-guns in 
California. 

At this point, it appears that Cesar Chaves and 
the "Eastern Division of Venceremos" began to organize. 

When, in 1969, Venceremos "took Palo Alto" operations 
began in Long Island, regarding Venceremos cells. Cesar 
Chaves wanted to take a different approach from those 
in Long Island. He apparently wanted to start a national 
organization, but "did not want to be associated too 
closely". In 1971, a conference was held at Ossining, New 
York, where an amicable "split" was made. 

In 1972, Venceremos suffered their 38th and 39th 
murder convictions. A prison van was intercepted with the 
driver killed. Some prisoners were taken to "safe houses" 
One apparently as an FBI informant. Three days later, 
eight central committee members were arrested. 

, The east coast faction split over the west coast 
violence. The two wings, east and west coast, struggled 
for a year. This culminated in "one of our people" being 
shot in the "West 50 "s" of New York City. 

, The notes end by saying that the "Revolutionary 
Wing" took control. They disbanded Venceremos and a "continuation 
committee" was formed, with "politically mature people" 
eligible to join. Others could form "affinity groups". 
The "left" faction of Venceremos was never unified. 

This resulted in the formation of the Communist 
Pary, USA (Provisional) (CPUSA, P) in May, 1972,

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Welcome to W.S.W.A./ 
C.H.A. As a new member of 
W.S.W.A./C.H.A. you are en- 
titled to share in a group of 
benefits designed by members 
for members. There are 10 of them, and they involve actual needs of service 
workers in Sacramento. These benefits were obtained by service workers, 
members of the advisory committee and volunteer organizers. They made 
the contacts and secured the cooperation of outsiders who have agreed to 
help improve the conditions of service workers. As the organization grows 
and more members participate as delegates at the association's weekly 
Workers Benefit Council meetings, and as volunteers at the weekly benefit 
meetings, new benefits and greater benefit availability will be added in 
different areas of Sacramento. These new benefits service needs suggested 
by members. 

W.S.W.A./C.H.A. stands for Western Service Workers Association/ 
California Homemakers Association. Membership is open to anyone 
employed in service work. Dues for W.S.W.A./p.H.A. are $2.50 per four 
month quarter. There are no employees wifh W.S.W.A./C.H.A., and no 
money is used for salaries. Work schedules for volunteers are made up each 
week at the benefit meetings, and any member who has time to donate to 
the organization is urged to do so. 

It is only through the constant efforts of the members that the organiza- 
tion will finally be able to end the brutal conditions that service workers live 
with in Sacramento. As a member of W.S.W.A./C.H.A. you have a right 
to take part in any function of the organization that does not detract from 
the stated purpose of the organization; that is, bettering the conditions of 
service workers. You may attend a meeting or may request a meeting. You 
may propose a program or a course of action. The association is you and 
needs not only your cooperation but your advice. We need to know how 
you can make things better for your fellow service workers. As a beginning, 
to help all of us until a better way of life becomes a reality, here are the 
benefits for our members and ways to use them.

1. EMERGENCY FOOD 

It's hard for many members to afford adequate food for themselves and their 
children, especiafly as prices increase. Your association knows the true source of 
the problem lies in the discrepancy between our incomes and these necessary 
expenses, and volunteer advocates can be consulted for budget coimseling aid 
(see Benefit Plan II). Meanwhile, to aid with the instant problem, association 
members organize canned food drives at schools, in their churches, community 
groups and in neighborhoods of people who can afford to hdp. It may be 
possible that we can aid you and your family with emergency or supplemental 
food needs as the need arises. An interview can be arranged at any time 
by coming to the Benefit Office or calling a benefit worker at your nearest 
Association office. 

2. CLOTHING 

Statistics say the average working family must spend at least $500 per year 
on clothing. To maintain a job, it is necesrary to have decent, quality clothing. 
Our children need clothing for school as well, and clothing costs today become 
more and more prohibitive. At the association's Benefit Office, ctothing is displayed 
on racks and shelves so members can choose the items they need. Members 
jnvolved in setting up the office wanted to contribute some token amount for this 
service and decided that asking a voluntary contribution of five cents per item 
would be a reasonable way to make that contribution. These funds go to aid in 
the maintenance and e?q}ansion of our Benefit Office. If you can organize a clothing 
drive, let your benefit worker know, and he can tell you how we can hdp. 
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3. NON-EMERGENCY DENTAL CARE 

Workers in our area who rely on currently available emergency dental 
care find themselves deprived of almost all truly corrective dental care. In most 
cases a worker can receive treatment for pain in an emergency from facilities 
in the area, but correaive dental care to alleviate the cause of i^e pain is 
inaccessible. A worker who suffers repeatedly from jaw abscess condition, 
for example, finds himself in need of root canal, but most facilities wUl only 
pull the tooth. 

Association members have contacted dentists to recrxiit their volunteer 
involvement in regularly scheduled appointment blocks to see members. These 
dentists have agreed to operate under the concepts of corrective and preventative 
care and function under the supervision of the Workers Benefit Council. When 
an association member finds himself with a so-called "non-emergency dental need," 
he can call the association office and ask for a dental benefit worker, who will 
procure the dentist to take care of it. There is no additional charge for this 
service. In the near future, through cooperation of association members and local 
dentists, it is hoped that a complete dental corrective process for members in need 
can be established. Anyone interested in helping expand the dental plan should 
contact your nearby mutual benefits association office. 
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4. ALCOHOL INFORMATION CENTER 

Department of Health and Welfare statistics indicate that workers at lowest 
income employment own the greatest numbers of alcoholics. There are no figures 
available for unrecognized workers, but the rate of alcohoUsm is high enough to 
be concerned. Our information leads us to believe that although alcohol may be 
a problem, the so-called "cure" methods have been distressful for low income 
workers in general. Workers are often put in jail for alcoholism or forced into 
institutions which provide little in the areas of alcohol rehabilitation measures. There 
is little or no attempt to make these methods available to lower income workers. 
If you have a drinking problem or know someone who has a drinking problem 
and sincerely wishes to discuss it, have them call their local association office. We 
will tell you of attempts available in our area and elsewhere that humanely help 
people with drinking problems. If one of them interests you, we will help you 
get in contact with the place and make any arrangements you may wish to make. 
We do this both to aid the worker in his fight against alcoholism, as well as to 
protect himself against disinterested outside bureaus that treat his problem as though 
it is a blight on the community. 




5. COMPREHENSIVE MEDICAL CARE 

For most unrecognized workers in our area, available health care means long 
waiting lists and cursory treatment that does not take into account the many needs 
involved in provision of comprehensive health care. Transportation, laboratory 
work, prescriptions, special diet needs, etc. all are in many cases outside our abilities 
to afford, so even when we do obtain a diagnosis, treatment is imavailable. Many 
workers' health problerns are a result of tack of adequate food, clothing, heat or 
due to occupational safety hazards or injury; all of which point to our need for 
organization and higher incomes. Low income workers are in increasing numbers 
also contracting diseases unheard of among those more well-off such as 
tuberculosis. Association members and volunteers have organized a pool of 
volunteer physicians who donate their services in their private offices under Workers 
Benefit Council direction. These doctors have joined together as the Coalition of 
Concerned Medical Professionals, a volunteer network of physicians who practice 
under the association's position for truly comprehensive health care. Your 
association's comprehensive medical plan involves organization of transportation, 
lab work, prescriptions and other needs procured by volunteer efforts. If you need 
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to see a doctor, seek workman's compensation, or investigation of health and safety 
hazards at your work place, contact your medical benefit worker. 



6. LEGAL SERVICE 

This service was originally set up to help members with legal problems 
connected with their employment or unemployment. One of the biggest problems 
unrecognized workers face is that even with the small amount of money that they 
earn there are still greedy people who try to withhold pay or cheat them. This 
association began a campaign to find volunteer lawyers to help workers in these 
times of financial need. As the program continued, it became clear that unrecognized 
workers in this area have many more legal problems than just the ones related 
to the job. It is now possible for an association member to use our legal aid in 
almost any area of trouble, if a member is actually in need of such a service 
and cannot obtain it elsewhere. When legal difficulties occur, a member is 
advised to call the association office for a talk with a consultant. It may be 
possible that the association can provide you with an answer to your problems. 
The number to call is listed on the back of this booklet. Ask for the legal 
benefit worker. Any appointment or consultation will be arranged at that time, 
at no additional cost to the member. 
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7. CHILD CARE 

One of the problems faced by low income working families is that in 
order to make ends meet, both parents must hold jobs. In many cases the only 
child care available in such circumstances would eat up a large portion of 
the family income. In order to deal with this situation, your association has 
established a collective system of worker child care. Worker's children will be 
cared for collectively during periods when both parents are employed and unable 
to obtain affordable child care by other means. In periods of child care need, parents 
with baby-sitting problems will band together to trade off either in the home 
or through pick-up sitting services. It costs the participant nothing, only an 
agreement to furnish part of this service when time is available. Through the 
cooperative method, members who have financial hardship due to child care can 
fill this need without cost. 
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8. JOB REFERRAL SERVICE 

This service was set up by members to help members with problems con- 
nected with their employment or unemployment. With so many of our jobs now 
temporary or seasonaJ, among those workers lucky enough to find jobs these days, 
the association has compiled a "Job Board" which lists any and all job openings 
we come across through Department of Labor referral or other local sources. These 
jobs are listed by job category, and aid as needed with transportation and other 
facilitation toward acquisition of employment may be available upon request. 
Obviously, in times such as these your association cannot guarantee any member 
a job, but we do our best to check out all available options. If you know of any 
available job openings please report them to the central office as soon as possible. 
Any appointment or consultation will be arranged by contacting a benefit worker 
at the number listed on the back of this booklet. 



9. THE MUTUAL BENEFIT 
ASSOCIATION MEMBERSHIP 
NEWSLETTER 

The association's newsletter is published monthly free of charge for members 
of the association. It has news of the unrecognized worker picture in our area 
and elsewhere, as well as news of the activities and needs of your mutual benefits 
association. The newsletter can tell association members how they can make the 
association run better, and advance common goals of workers excluded from 
National Labor Relations Act and Taft Hartley Act coverage. Any association 
member or any friend of labor may contribute to the paper. Any member is 
invited to drop in and participate in the publication of the newsletter. We also 
invite any and all donations to the newsletter, either in time, money or supplies. 
As the association grows, the newsletter will grow, and contributions by members 
will become very important.

INFORMATION FOR FULL-TIME ORGANIZERS J 

Requirements There are only two qualifications for working with CHA: 
a commxtment to the interests of service workers and respect for the 
decisions and policies of the organizetion. Training is provided in 
ainy skills the organization requires. If you already have skills and 
experience in areas such as organizing, languages, mechanics, the 
law, and medicine, there is probably a place where this can be put 
to use. 

Kinds of Work Organizational functions are arranged into an inter- 
related structure: Systems. Although pretty much unique in the pre- 
sent day U.S., this plan is similar to those used in many of the 
union organizing drives. Organizers take on specialized work in one 
or more Systems after a period of training and orientation. In addi- 
tion, $11 full-time workers (we use. the_J:erm ."cadre"J share all the 
basic day-to-day jobs: picsket line duty, public speaking, canvasses 
of neighborhoods, and office work. 

Living conditions There are no salaries paid by CHA. This is done 
not only to cut expenses, but to avoid creating a vested self-inter- 
est which might conflict with the interests of service workers. We 
have seen too many organizers turned into poverty pimps and labor 
bureaucrats by this process. For full-time organizers, housing can 
be arranged with local volunteers and supporters. We take care of 
our people, and arrangements can be made to cover any genuine need. 

Working conditions Although our organizers are unpaid, they are con --. 
sidered to be professionals in the highest sense of the word. When v 
walking the picket line or analyzing a complex tactical maneuver, we 
approach our work with applied experience, dedication, and skill. 
The hours are long, and cadre are on call twenty- four hours_a_day, 
seven days a week. There are other kinds of discipline - for a num- 
ber of reasons, we can't allow drinking in CHA offices or while on 
orgeuiizational business. 

How to get here If you're interested in organizing in Sacramento 
County, the best way to find out more is to come out for a visit. 
We'll show you around, give you some work and you can see for your- 
self the struggle for community betterment. By plane, catch a flight 
to the Sacramento Airport. If we know when you are arriving, we 11 
be able to meet you. By car, from elsewhere on the West Coast take 
a route that will connect you with Interstate 5, take 1-5 north or 
south to Sacramento. From elsewhere in the country, take a route 
that will get you to Interstate 80, take 1-80 to Sacramento. Once ii
